In 1045-44, or tho last ydora of the Goman occupation of 
tho Baltic, an underground Kotlonal Council oonaistinc of repres* 
entotlves of all ^o major parties was created also In Estonia, undy 
the direction ofiFrof) J{irt^(^uot8,>/tho last constitutional Prime 
Minister of the R public of Estonia, end therefore. President Konstsn 
tin Pdts hoving been in 1040. deportod to Soviet Russia, the oonatit* 
utional holder also of the President's office, Before the final 
oollnps.e of tho Gomans in the Baltic, Acting ^r6s, 10.uots, as stated 
above,' appointed a national government of Otto'^of, and escaped 
himself, by agreement, to Sweden, Otto Tief and levoral mombors of 
his cobinot being ovldontly caught in Estonia and President Uluots 
being mortally ill (liver cancer), Uluots was roquestod by hia 
EstonlAn countrymen In Sweden to appoint for all evontual^ies 
formally a new Cabinet headed preferably by (plshop) Johor^ldpp, 
the moat respocted hood of the Estonian Lutheran Church, tlion as 
now also in Swodon, but Uluots died at a hospital bofore auoceedlng 
to -make any appointments.
